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Allies Withdraw In Burma

CHUNGKING, April 23.— 
(BUP)—British and Chinese 
troops fell back today under 
Japanese drives against the 
centre of the Allies’ 240-mile 
Burma front, abandoning the 
towns .of Pyinmana and 
Taungdwingyi after heavy 
fighting. 

On the eastern Allied flank, the 
Chinese communique acknow- 
ledged that Chinese troops had 
evacuated Loikaw, an import- 
ant point of resistance against the 
Japenese forces advancing from 
Thalland across the Salween 
river. The withdrawal was to 
escape encirclement by superior 
enemy forces. 

Heavy Japanese attacks were 
resumed on Yenangyaung, on the 
west Burma oil field sector, but the 
Japanese repulsed an enemy tank 
and plane assault just north of Py- 
inmana, about 150 miles south of 
Mandalay. 

The Chinese captured Yenangy- 
aung from the Japanese last Sun- 
day and liberated 7,000 entrapped 
British troops. 

A Chungking military spokesman, 
reporting a seven-mile Japanese 
advance along the central Burma 
railway during the past week, said 
the enemy had intensified attacks 
on new Chinese positions north of 
Pyinmana only 150 miles below

matter if it is considered by the 
well-informed political party leaders 
that there is only one safe way to 
vote,” Mr. Blackmore said. 

“If that is the case, would it not 
have been much better for this issue 
to have been decided in the House 
of Commons, if the people were no‘ 
going ot be allowed to express their 
own judgment on the question in 
point?” 

Mr. Blackmore said “essential 
requirements” are not being met 
in the plebiscite. 

“The question is indefinite and 
Vague, the intention of the plebis- 
cite is far from being clear, and it 
does not place a plain issue before 
the people on which to make a 
straightforward and intelligent de- 
cision,” he said, 

“How, then, can voters possibly 
know what the outcome of their de- 
cision will be?” 


QUESTION NOT CLEAR 

The question being placed before 
the voters asked whether they 
were in favor of releasing the gov- 
ernment from “certain unspecified 
obligations,” Mr. Blackmore said. 

“It does not ask voters to release 
the government from any past com- 
mitments, but from any obligation 
arising out of past commitments,” 

he continued. 

“Supposing the overwhelming 
majority vote ‘Yes,’ The Govern- 
ment knows that the people are 
in favor of releasing them from 
its unspecified past obligations— 
but that ts all. ” 

The New Democracy leader said 
the plebiscite question could be in- 
terpreted in many ways and did not 
even necessarily release the govern- 
ment from its pledge not to impose 
conscription for overseas service. 


HAVE HAD LIMITATIONS 

Mr. Blackmore quoted Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King as saying 
the purpose of the plebiscite was 
to give the government a perfectly 
free hand to deal with all matters 
affecting the war in the manner 
which, in its judgment, is most in 
the national interest. 

“That can mean only one thing,” 
Mr. Blackmore said. “After 2% 
years of wer, during which the 
British nations have staggered un- 
der successive blows from a ruth- 
less and powerful enemy, this coun- 
try has been fighting with definite 
limitations—self-imposed by the 
government—on its ability to wage 
total war, 

“And -by total war I mean a” 
war which demands the totality 
of all the country’s fighting re- 
sources.” 

The fact should be burned into 
the mind of every Canadian that 
the war could not be won on Can- 
adian soil and it would have to be 
fought in Europe and in Asia, Any 
limitation on the ability to carry 
the fight overseas was a limitation 
on the chances of victory, 


FORM OF CONSCRIPTION 

It was evident that irrespective 
of the outcome of the plebiscite the 
government had No intention of de- 
parting from its present policy. Un- 
less forced to do so by circum- 
atances, it proposed: to continue with 
its self-imposed limitation regard- 
ing conscription for overseas ser- 
vice, only it would consider itself 
free to abandon this at some pos- 
sibly remote date if compelled to 
do so. 

The prime minister had made 
clear that the issue was whether 

the government would have free- 
dom to take -whatever action it 
thought most advisable with re- 
apect to the furtherance of Can- 
eda’s war effort, 

In apite of all the talk of no con- 
ecription, Mr, Blackmore said, there 
existed a form of compulsion for 
overseas service “which is an in- 
sult to the patriotic citizens of Can- 
eda.” 

“I submit that to place a man in a 
position which forces him to enlist 
for overseas service as the only al- 
ternative to utter destitution, is the 
meanest and most despicable form 
of compulsion.” Mr. Blackmore said. 


“BYSTEMATIC COERCION” 

“Some men performing valuable 
work in factories, on farms and in 
offices were looked on as shirkers, 
simply because they were not in 
uniform—and so the situation drifts 
until a form of systematic coercion 
develops; girls stopping men in the 
atreets and charging them with be- 
ing cowards, and men in uniform 
accosting those whom they think 
should not be walking about out of 
uniform, and that kind of thing. 

“When we reach that stage we 
have sunk to the lowest ebb of na- 
tional morale and national unity,” 
Mr. Blackmore said. “Yet we are 
heading that way.”

The mounting toll of executions 
indicate that Hitler is out to crush 
the spirit of the French, But these 
reprisals are likely to defeat their 
purpose and create a feeling of 
hopeless despair of ever being free 
again until Hitler is crushed# This 
condition would make it necessary 
for Hitler not only to maintain all 
the armed forces he already has in 
France, but perhaps to increase 
them, 

British aerial and land activity 
has the same effect. Most import- 
ant for Russia is the number of 
combat planes and pilots Hitler is 
compelled to keep in western Eur- 
Ope and away from the eastern 
front. Whether Hitler has lost air 
superiosity over Russia is only a 
matter of speculation. Although 
the Russians say he has. 

The point is, if Hitler starts his 
big offensive with an air force 
inferior to the Russians, he is 
under a severe handicap at the 
very beginning. It is a handicap 
that did not exist when Hitler 
made his crushing advances in 
the earlier months of the war. 

Hitler's air losses in the winter 
campaign undoubtedly have been 
heavy, although there is nothing to 
base an estimate on except Russian 
figures, which are so high as to 
seem exaggerated. According to an 
article in the Moscow newspaper" 
Krasnaia Zezda by a major general 
of Soviet aviation the Germans 
have lost upwards of 13,000 planes 
and 38,000 air personnel, an almost 
incredibly high figure. The same 
writer reports that young and in- 
adequately trained pilots are re- 
placing the skilled fliers which 
Hitler had at the start of the cam- 
paign. 

SEVERE HANDICAP 

Whatever the real situation the 
air factor should play an important 
part in the spring campaign. With- 
out adequate air support — which 
they had last year—Hitler’s tanks 
and mobile units would be severely 
handicapped. ‘ 

Even s0, it is bound to Be a hard 
struggle: The Germans still hold 
their strong points, such as Rzhev, 
Vyazma, Smolensk, Bryansk, Orel, 
Kursk, Kharkov, Dniepropetrovsk, 
Stalino and Taganrog. They are in 
a position to strike, and strike hard.

Pandit Nehru, leader of the Congress 
party, is said to have been one of a minor- 
ity of the party who wanted to accept the 
revised plan proposed by Sir Stafford 
Cripps and make common cause with Bri- 
tain and the Allied nations against the 
Japanese. Although over-ruled by the ma- 
jority, Nehru says he will no nothing to 
embarrass the British-Allied effort, and 
wants this to go full speed ahead. He also 
wants the Congress party to organize In- 
dian opposition to the threatened invasion, 
on parallellines since it is not to be in co- 
operation. He hopes the party committee 
at its meeting a week a so hence “will con- 
sider the problem and tell us what to do 
about it”. 

Nehru at least is democratic in that he 
does not attempt to tell his followers what 
they must do, but asks them what they 
want done. Whether at this late stage 
they can do much to organize and equip 
forces enough, and well enough trained, to 
offer serious resistance to the clock-like 
precision of the Japanese forces is more 
than doubtful. And if they are to only 
start debating the problem a week from 
now, any active assistance from that quar- 
ter can be counted out for months, if not 
for good. 

The Allies, with the assistance of the 
army which'Sir Archibald Wavell has 
raised in India and partially equipped and 
armed, are going to have to defend the 
country. They must do so without regard 
to the breakdown at Delhi and without 
reference to the future. They cannot af- 
ford to let India fall into Japanese hands 
and be exploited for the benefit of the 
Axis. ‘ 

All credit is due to Nehru and those 
who stand with him for whatever aid they 
may be able to give, or try to give; but 
India must be defended mainly by other 
men, and primarily for other reasons than 
those which take first place in the minds 
of its politicians. 


More Men Are Joining Up 


Enlistment in Canada’s Active army, 
as also in Reserve units, has speeded up 
very noticeably in recent weeks. This has 
been true at Edmonton, and reports from 
other centres show that the acceleration 
is general. Men are now joining up in 
numbers which assure that the needed 
monthly quotas will be obtained. Whereas 
recruiting officers some months ago had 
to beg men to enlist, they now report a 
satisfactory response to only moderately 
urgent appeals. . 

The increased enlistment of course is 
the important thing, not the reasons which 
have caused the change. These reasons 
may be several, or many. But there is no 
doubt that one of them is the fact that 
parliament has appealed to the country 
for a direct declaration that it is free to 
employ any methods which may be found 
necessary to secure whatever number of 
men may be required for service overseas, 

The cynic may say that men are en- 
listing voluntarily now to avoid the 
“odium” of being conscripted later on. 
That is an undeserved slander of Can- 
adian manhood. The very obvious fact is 
that this appeal by parliament has brought 
home'to the people of Canada as nothing 
else had done the seriousness of the sit- 
uation with which we are confronted, and 
the {impossibility of foreseeing what 
measures the future may make necessary 
if Canada is not to become what France 
now i, 

Canadians understand now, as they 
did not three months ago, that this is not 
somebody else's war, but their war. There 
is no need to go beyond this quickened 
Sense of our position as a nation and as 
individuals to find a reason why men are 
stepping into the ranks of the Active and 
the Reserve army in growing numbers. 
This is precisely the response Canadians 
were bound to make once they sensed the 
reality of the menace; and nothing has 
done so much as this action of parliament 
to make clear to the whole nation that the 
menace is both real, and deadly.

He Will Likely Go Back 


Admiral Leahy has been recalled to 
Washington, for consultation. That he will 
return to Vichy is doubted by observers 
who are in good position to guess. The 
contrary is rather suggested by the stop- 
page of planned shipments of food and 
materials from New York to French and 
North African ports. Vichy is thus told 
plainly that it is not trusted with the 
supplies, 

If the ambassador does return it can 
hardly be disguised that he—and Can- 
ada’s minister there as well—will be in 
the position of a diplomatic spy. At neither 
Washington nor Ottawa is there any con- 
fidence that the revamped regime will 
follow the promised middle-of-the-road 
policy of neutrality. At best the recon- 
structed cabinet can only be given the 
benefit of a doubt on account of Petain, 
and the Nazi label openly displayed by 
his new set of advisers has put Petain's 
Supposed independence under a heavy dis- 
count, 

But if relations with Vichy are broken 
they will be broken because of something 
Vichy does, not because the Allies have 
lost a confidence they never had in the 
professions of Petain’s associates; for the 


new ones afe only in degree more suspect 
than the old ones. It was not for the sake 
of Vichy, but for the benefit of themselves, 
that the Allies have kept the channels of 
diplomatic contact open. The reasons for 
doing this have not changed. 

The main reason is that if the United 
States and Canada withdrew their repre- 
sentatives Vichy would not have a na- 
tional friend left outside the Axis powers. 
Pressure upon the Marshal to align France 
with those powers in full military alliance 
would thus be freed of the competition 
hitherto offered by the willingness of the 
Allies to supply France with food and other 
necessities—even under safeguards which 
have proved none too trustworthy. 

Laval and his affiliates would prob- 
ably welcome a break with the Allies, for 
this would give them added leverage in 
overcoming Petain’s opposition or get- 
ting rid of him—and turning the French 
fleet over to Hitler. Unless and until Vichy 
openly lines up with the Axis, it is likely 
the United States and Canada will con- 
tinue to keep official touch with Petain.

Lethbridge voters are to be reminded 
of their duty on Monday by the wailing of 
sirens.

From Libya comes news that Italian 
planes are being substituted there for Nazi 
planes, and that the Italian general thinks 
Rommel is making the Italian troops do 
too much of the fighting. Both reports are 
probably true, Great as it is, Reich plane 
production cannot keep pace with the out- 
put of Allied plants; and Hitler needs 
German troops in Russia too badly to send 
many divisions to the desert. Libya is 
Italian territory, and if Benito cannot take 
care of it, Adolf isn’t going to risk his own 
fortunes to bolster ta ally. 


Great Britain is to be invaded every- 
where by a foreign army—but a friendly 
one. Gen. Marshal says the U.S, army will 
establish units “all over the British Isles.” 
And for business purposes, They will ‘‘in- 
evitably join the commandos” in raiding 
the Nazi-occupied countries. “Commando” 
and “raid” are elastic terms, They may 
mean anything from a small group to a 
big army, from a sortie to an invasion. 
The enemy is left to interpret them which- 
ever way he may please, and however he 
construes them he will not get much satis- 
faction out of the guessing,

Marshal Is Just Another* oi ition, 


Failure; Better to 
Have Died

Some gallantry in us all shrinks 
from hitting a man when he is 
down. «Marshal Petain, hero of 
Verdun, has profited from that 
gallantry, | 

Feiends of France—and who is 
not a friend of France—have 


wanted to believe the best; in- 
telligence por- 
trays for us 
clearly the hope- 
leas circum- 
stances of a man 
who leads a 
truncated and 
disarmed nation 
two-thirds occu- 
pied by an ine 
tractable enemy, 
holding its men 
as hostages. 

In such a situation the nation 
shorn of all but moral power, 
Moral power seems puny, yet 
only out of it ean the nation be 
reborn, ever, In the disaster of 
defeat the only hope lies in the 
spirit of the people, the spirit to 
rise again, sometime, somehow, 
No “negotiations,” or shrewdness, 
or clever dealing will keep alive 
or recreate the will to live. 


True Victory 


This could have been the func- 
tion of Petain. Not to fight a de- 
laying action by diplomacy—a 
delaying action to end in a second 
and more ignominious capitula- 
tion—for it is more jgnominious 
to capitulate to Laval than to 
Hitler; but to hold a banner aloft 
until he fell with it. Then the 
fall also would have been, in its 
way, a victory—of the spirit, if 
not of the flesh.

More British children between 
the ages of two and five die from 
diphtheria than from any other 
disease, with the possible excep- 
tion of pneumonia, 

Last year the Ministry of 
Health started a campaign to re- 
duce the toll of victims by im- 
Hvagt y all children under the 
age of 15. 

Launching a new inoculation 
onslaught on diphtheria, Sir Wil- 
liam, Wilson Jameson, chief medi- 
cal officer of the Ministry of 
Health, last week reported the 
result of the first year's work, 

Marked as the improvement 
has been, many more children re- 
main to be inoculated against an 
epidemic which might crowd the 
hospitals, 

Explained precise Sir William 
(57): Although about one-third 
of Britain's children had been 
inoculated, it would not be pos- 
sible to overcome the ppssibility 
of epidemics until four out of 
every five children had been im- 
munized. There still remained 
4,000,000 children under the age 
of 15 to be dealt with.

The best time to start treating a 
cold is when it first makeg its ap- 
pearance, for once it becomes estab- 
lished, it will generally last 8 to 
10 days. 

Unless a cold produces some com- 
plication it will be self-limiting 
which means that it will run its 
course and disappear. Many people 
who .are aware of this, have the 
opinion that the best thing to do for 
a cold is to let it alone and trust | 
to time for the cure. It should be 
remembered, however, that when a 
cold occurs, the body is trying to 
throw out waste products through 
the channel of a mucous membrane 
and it is better to assist this puri-| 
fying process through opening up 
all the channels of elimination. 

The patient with a cold should} 
drink large quantities of water, as| 
this is helpful in flushing the sys- | 
tem and in speeding up the kidney | 
elimination, The large intestine 
Should be thoroughly cleansed as 
soon as the cold starts, by using 
one or More enemas and at least one 


enema a day should be taken for a | 


few days thereafter, 


The activity of the pores of the 
skin should be increased by several 
sponge baths daily taken in a warm 
room. If the cold is severe and ¢€s- 
pecially when there is a fever, it is 
a good plan to induce copious 
sweating by means of the following 
procedure, 

After taking the enema, take a 
hot bath and get into bed, using 
only woollen blankets as a cover- 
ing- Hot water bottles should be 
placed at the feet and you should 
be well tucked in to make sure that 
no cool air” enters around the 
shoulders to produce chilling. With- 
in a short time you will begin to 
perspire and you are’then to drink 
an infusion made by pouring boil- 
ing water over a grapefruit which 
has been cut into small pieces. This 
mixture must be placed in a glass 
dish or bowl and is allowed to 
stand for thirty minutes. It ‘will 
have cooled by that time and may 
be taken cool, or may be warmed 
up and taken as a hot drink. Use 
about four to eight ounces of this 
infusion every half hour, The skin 
is left on fhe grapefruit and one 
quart of boiling water is poured 
over it. 

I find that the grapefruit mixture’ 
taken in this way has a very bene- 
ficial effect in the treatment of 
colds 

Continue the sweating treatment 
for several hours if necessary, be- 
ing ‘careful to avoid chilling. In 
many instances this measure alone 
will cause the temperature to re- 
turn to normel. After the grape- 
fruit juice is used up, it is all right 
to continue by drinkng a glass of 
hot water every half hour. At the 
end of the sweating treatment, 
change to clean clothing and get 
back into bed between fresh, dry 
blankets, being very sure to keep 
warm. 

During the first few days of @ 
cold you should fast, using orange 
julce. or grapefruit juice or to- 
mato juice. Your appetite will 
probably be gone so this fasting 
schedule will be easy. 

Afier the cold is cured, try to 
get more alkaline forming foods 
into the diet by using salads, cook- 
ed non-starchy vegetables and 
fruits or fruit juices, Also start the 
habit of taking some form of exer- 
cisse. If you have no other form of 
exercise, at least take a daily walk. 
Another very important rule to ob- 
serve in preventing future colds is 
to avoid constipation.

“But we are faced now not with 
abstract considerations as to the 
propriety of wisdom of plebiscites,” 
he said. “We are faced rather with 
the concrete difficultias of this 
case.” 

The pledges which resulted in the 
holding of a plebiscite were made 
by many men representing various 
political parties, Mr. Macdonald de- 
clared, 

“It is my personal opinion that 
in a war of this magnitude only one 
pledge should be given and that is 
the pledge to fight the war to the 
utmost limit of our strength. Any 
other pledge may well hinder the 
successful prosecution of such a 
war.”

High School Boy 
Hailed As New 
Pitching Marvel 


NEW YORK, April 23—(BUP)— 
Two, three, or Maybe four years 
from now, the name of Carl De Rose 
will be making baseball headlines, 
unless veteran baseball men miss 
their guess. 

De Rose—a 19-year-old California 
high school boy—is hailed by his 
discoverers as another potential 
Bobby Feller or Walter Johnson. 
And he belongs to no one else but 
the world champion New York 
Yankees, 

De Rose stands six-feet-four in 
his stockinged feet. And when he 
puts his 218-pounds of bulk behind 
a pitch he delivers what the dia- 
mond scouts describe as a “high, 
hard one.” 

The accomplishments of this bud- 
ding young baseball star were 
quickly discovered by scouts of the 
Yankees, Detroit Tigers, Cincinnati 
Reds and Brooklyn Dodgers.

Page Nine 
during the past 10 years, beginning 
with the most depressive trade con- 
ditions in 1932 and bringing the 
progress of events to 1942 when the 
prospects for good returns for Wests 
ern Canadian hog raisers appear 
extremely bright. 

In 1932 western farmers were re- 
ceiving as low as two-and-one-half 
cents per pound, live weight, for 
their finished hogs, he said. 

Following the inter-Empire trade 
}agreement Canadians have gradu- 
ally edged their way into the British 
market, he said. At that time it 
was found that the Canadian type 
of hog was too heavy and “fatty” 
to compete on the British market 
with hogs from Denmark and im- 
mediate European countries. 


BIG JUMP 

The first agreement called for a 
shipment of 224,000,000 pounds of 
Wiltshire sides to Britain. This was 
a huge jump from 70,000,000 pounds 
that had been the maximum up to 
that time, he said. 

Mr. MacDonald explained that in 
no year prior to the outbreak of the 
war Was Canada aDBle to reach the 
quota set in the agreement. 

Improvement of the quality of the 
Canadian hog made such rapid and 
tremendous strides lately that the 
quota was raised to 400,000,000 
pounds in 1941, and exceeded by the 
end of the year, he said. The quota 
jfor export to Britain for 1942 has 
been set at 600,000,000 pounds. 


FAR SIGHTED 

Mr, MacDonald praised the ef- 
ficiency of the Bacon Board for the 
tremendous strides made in this ex- 
port trade. During the transition 
period from the time the board was 
set up till the outbreak of war the 
board followed out a long-sighted 
policy, 

Through the efforts of the federai 
and provincial departments of agri- 
culture, and with the assistance of 
the universities and the inspiration 
of the bacon board, the quality of 
| the Canadian hog was rapidly im- 
proved to such a slage that it was 
able to replace the Danish, Dutch 
and Polish hog shortly after those 
countries were overrun by Nazism, 
Mr. MacDonald stated. 

Today the packing industry is the 
most controlled industry in Canada. 
The bacon board sets prices; it sets 
amounts; it sets the domestic quota, 
The Wartime Prices and Trade 
board and other federal depart- 
ments control the retail prices, the 
excess earnings, the depreciation 
charges, and the wages and salaries 
of the workers, he said. 

This control has resulted in a 
tremendous assistance to the farm- 
ers who are now able to plan ac- 
cording to what he can fully expect 
[pia the sale of his hogs, he ex- 


plained,

On Monday next each one of us 
will be called upon to answer this 
question: “Are you in favor of re- 
leasing the government from any 
obligation arising out of any past 
commitments restricting the meth- 
ods of raising men for military ser- 
vice?” and the question can only be 
answered “Yes” or “No”, Knowing 
the people of Alberta as I do, I am 
confident that an overwhelming 
majority of the voters of this prov- 
ince will answer with a resounding 
“Yes”. 


ISSUE SIMPLE 


The issuc is a simple one. It is no 
time for argument as to the rights 
or wrongs of holding a plebiscite, 


vote will be taken, and ‘will be 
guided by the result. Nor are we 
asked to decide upon matters of 
Policy, but to relieve the govern- 
ment from a self-imposed restric- 
tion, leaving it free to take what- 
ever action the circumstances of 
War may require, and to assume the 
full responsibility of mobilizing the 
manpower and resources of this na- 
tion in an al) out effort. 

Your vote on Monday is not a 
Federal responsibility, but is your 
own, and can only be discharged 
when you have voted “Yes”, I be-| 
lieve, too, that it is the duty of every 
man in public life to take a clear 
and unmistakable stand in this mat- 
ter, and therefore, on behalf of the 
Independent Group in the legisla- 
ture, I urge upon every voter to go 
to the polls on Monday, rain or 
shine, and to vote “Yes”, for an 
all out war effort and for victory. 


OTHER STATEMENT 

Mr. Burrows made the following 
statement: 

We, the people of the Dominion 
of Canada are engaged in a life and 
death struggle for our very exist- 
ence and our free and easy way of 
life. Not only at home but abroad, 
to avoid what might possibly.be an 
attack on our own shores, our sons, 
and yes, our. daughters, are serv- 
ing, and some have paid the su- 
preme sacrifice in many different 
parts of the world, believing it was 
better to defend our shores before 
the enemy attacked our home land, 
rather than wait until the actual 
attack should strike home.

What would our 
Allies think of us? What would 
England think of us?, What could 
wo think of ourselves, and what 
would a “No” vote convey to Hit- 
ler and his allies? 

To our riew Canadians especial- 
ly; I urge that you leave no doubt 
in the minds of our government, 
but also Hitler and his gang, just 
where you stand. There can be no 
halfway about this thing. We are 
for wholehearted action to protect 
what we have and enjoy in this 
grand country or we are not, and it 
seems unbelievable that ahy one 
would want to change our lot here 
with those poor people in the con- 
quered countries.
